Summary of Record of Interview Requirements

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face. video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111. 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and If so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Fonm is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fomri will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Attorney Kelly presented language for claims 12, 18, and 32 that will 
overcome the 1 12, 2nd paragraph rejection. Namely, the drilling shoe will be described as comprising a fixed section 
and a rotatable section, said rotatable section being rotatable relative to the casing section. It was then agreed to 
remove the words "being biased" in the last line of claim 1 and to replace them with -comprising an internal biasing 
mechanism for biasing the shoe- because the Galloway references require that the bias be provided external via the 
weight of the casing above the shoe. It was lastly agreed to add the following limitation to the end of claim 21 - 
wherein said locking is facilitated by axially shifting the non-rotatable and rotatable portions relative to one another-, 
which differentiates the claim from Galloway because it is the cement that locks one section relative to another, not an 
axial shift of one part relative to another.
